The case of Judge Chase was a case of a different 
kind to prove the same point. 
It was a case of various 
articles, some with, some without, the averment of 
criminal intentions. 
Judge Chase was impeached upon 
eight articles ; five of them charged corrupt and wicked 
intentions ; three charged no intentions at all, being 
wholly sit ent on the question of motives, and merely 
alleging the commission of the acts and the violation of 
the law. 
The three articles thus silent on the question 
of motives, were distinct and substantive charges in 
themselves ; not variations of the same charge in other 
articles, but containing new and distinct charges ; and, 
therefore, to stand or full upon their own merits, with« 
out being helped out by a reference to the same charg­ 
es in another form, in another part of the proceedings. 
They were the articles first, fourth, and fifth. 
Rlr B. 
would slate them particularly ; for if the least doubt re­ 
mained in the mind of any one, after seeing the case of 
Judge Pickering, the tenor of these three articles in the 
impeachment of Judge Chase would entirely remove and 
dispel that doubt. The first of these articles, which is num­ 
ber one in the impeachment, relates to the trial of Fries at 
Philadelphia, and charges the judge with three specific in­ 
stances of misconduct in conducting that trial ; and con­ 
cluded them with the allegation, “ //loi Hiey were d an ­ 
gerous to our liberties,*' and “ in violation o f law and 
justice 
but without the slightest reference to the quo 
animo of the judge, or the state of mind in which the 
acts were done. 
The article is wholly silent with res­ 
pect to his intentions. 
The fourth article contains four 
specifications of misconduct, all charged to have occur 
red on the trial of Callender, in Richmond, Virginia, 
and alleged them to be “ subversive o f ju s tic e ," and 
** disgraceful to the character o f a ju d g e 
but 
they were wholly silent as to the intentions of th« judge, 
and left the quo animo with which he did the acts en­ 
tirely out of the record. 
The fifth article charged a 
specific and single violation of law, in ordering the ar­ 
rest of Callender upon a capias, instead of directing 
him to be called in upon a sum m ons, but without im­ 
puting any motive or intention whatever, good or bad, 
to the judge, for jireferring the capias to the summons. 
The only averment is, “ that Callender w as arrested 
and committed to close custody contrary to l a w , in 
that case made and provided." 
Suchtvere the three 
articles which charged violations of law upon Judge 
Chase, without imputing criminal intentions or corrupt 
motives to him ; and upon which the judge was as fully 
tried, and made as ample a defence both upon the law 
and the facts, as he did upon the five other articles 
which contained the ordinary averments of wicked and 
corrupt intentions. 
Neither the learned judge himself, nor any one of his 
numerv'us and eminent counsel, made the least distinc­ 
tion between the articles which charged, and the arti­ 
cles vvb;ch did not charge, corrupt intentions. 
They 
went to trial upon the whole alike ; put in no demur­ 
rers, m uie no motion to quash, reserved no points, but 
defended the whole upon the law and the facts of each 
separate charge. 
This sir, should exterminate doubt 
and silence cavil. 
It should put an end to all idea of 
gelling out of the dilemma in which the Senate is placed 
by entrenching themselves now behind the innocency 
of President Jackson’s intentions. 
Mr B continued. 
Thus fur, .^Ir President, I have 
argued this {»oiiu upon principles of law and reason, 
supported 
by 
precedents drawn from our own his­ 
tory, and I trust have fully established my first proposi­ 
tion, iiuimdy, that the olfence charged upon President 
Jackson was an impeachable offence, and that as a high 
crime, though it would be sufficient for my argument, 
that it charged conduct amounting to misdemeanor 
only ; and consequently, that the conduct of ilie Senate, 
m proceeding against him without the forms of an im- 
peacliment. Was illegal, irregular, and unconstitutional, 
and subversive of the fundamental principles of law 
and justice. 
But altliough my case may bo made out, 
and my jiroposi'ion established, yet my magazine of ur- 
gumenl is not exliausted, and I still have in reserve a 
most potential argument to be used in this case. 
It is 
the argument of authority, and is drawn from the le-ds- 
lative history of one Stales of this Union—the State of 
Kentucky ; and a brief introductory narrative may be 
necessary to developo its origin, and to elucidate its ap- 
plication. 
It is u luulter of iiislory, Mr President, that some 
forty years ago, a Judge of the (Juurt of Appeals, in 
Kentucky, had the misfortune to be a pensioner on the 
Spuniah crown, and held a secret correspondence with 
the (jovernors General of Louisiana, for the separation 
of the Western from the Atlantic States.
